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Superfine Pulverization in Quartz 
Mining. 


We publish the following from an 
exchange, deeming it of considerable 
interest to many of our readers who 
are about to engage in Quartz min- 
ing for the first time in their lives: 


In an-article published in the Alia 
of the 6th instant we described the 
Ryerson process of pulverization in 
the ball-barrel, but we did not state 
the objections to it. However large 
a proportion of the charge may be al- 
ready sufficiently ground, the whole 
mass must be kept in motion until the 
whole is finished, thas consuming time 
and motive power to no purpose. And 
this amounts to a very important 
waste. Guided by this sound reason- 
ing, inventors have been studying how 
grinding may be done, 48 in a flour 
mill, so as to discharge the powder as 
fast as it become fine enough, and let 
all the power of the grinder be kept 
at work only on what is too coarse. 
The Hesse pan, four feet in diameter, 
grinds coarsely stamped quartz in wa- 
ter by a series of changeable rubbers 
working against the side of the pan 
It does excellent work, and discharges 
in the over-flows as fast as it is pro- 
duced. This is all we can say, for 
we have not seen it working. 

_ The inventor of the Varney pan has 
contrived asimple, cheay and compact 
mill or grinder, consisting of a solid 
inner cone working inside of a hollow 
outer cone, bell-shaped and three feet 
in diameter. It is to its peculiar shape 
that it owes its easy and perfect 
pulverizatiuv. The cone is made 
up of moveable strips of chilled iron, 
alternating with thin slips of wood, 
which keep a catting edge on the iron. 
At two hundred revolutions to the 
miuute, and with four horse power, it 
is calculated to grind five tons of 
cuarsely cracked quartz to impalpable 
powder, as fine as flour, in twenty-four 
phoare..stat or dry. It is fed from a 


Que person can attend several mills. 
The weight is under two tons; the 
cost. probably $500 at most, and the 
wear 4pparently less than in any pres 
ent known mode of grinding. Any 
good jaw-eracker will break up the 
rock fine enough for the Varney mill. 
So that small miners can get a mill 
complete at a very small out-lay. But 
mills that have stamps are advised to 
keep them. They can substitute up- 
right bars a quarter or an eighth of 
at inch apart for the screens now used, 
and work dry. Five stamps would do 
twenty tons a day. 


This machine may work great 
changes in gold mning. It is gener- 
ally admitted that the finer, you get 
your quartz the more gold you get 
from it. We have been content with 
screens containing 3,C00 holes to the 
square inch, and with such screens we 
get about one-half the gold that is in 
the rock. The new pulverizing re- 
quires a screen with 100,000 holes. It 
is assumed that thirty per cent. of the 
fifiy per cent. now lost will be secured 
by this means, using ordivary pans 
for amalgamating. Should this antic- 
ipation be realized, “mining as a busi- 
ness” will grow in favor, for ‘three: 
fourths of the objections now ‘made 
will be obliterated by that thirty per 
cent—all gain--added to present 
profits. It will make many low grades 
of ore ‘pay well, though heretofore 
not workable; and add thirty per cent. 
to the gold. product ef our quartz 
mines, and all of fifty per cent. to the 
profits of the miner from mines now at 
work, | 

On account of the very great impor- 
tance of this matter, we give every ob- 
jection that we hear, in order that our 
friends in the mining district. may ex- 
ercise sonie judgment in the premises. 
First, the Varney mill evidently pul- 
verizes fine as flour and ‘with very 
smooth movement. But won’t it heat 
if ran dry, and won’tjt wear out soon ? 
We answer, from observation, if you 
don’t crowd the mill it does not seem 
to heat. Bat.it-was intended for wet 
crushing, before practice proved this. 
When the crushing is down wet, the 
mill works best with just enough .wa- 
ter to fit the pulp.of the pan, There 
in not enough to allow any to run off. 
The whole goes into the amalgamative 
pan. No ove Gan see it work, and eup- 
pose the wear of metal is gteater than 
in the same amount of grinding by 
other modes. The principal of contin- 
uous discharges alone makes this a 
certainty. Besides, the plates 
are removable, and they, evst tittle, 

Second—When quartz is very super- 
fine, it cannot be amalgamated in the 
ordinary way, because of the difficulty 
of getting an intimate intermingling 
with the mercury, and some says 


hopper end discharges continuously. 


cest gocs to prove that amalgamation 
is greatly facilitated by fine pulveri- 
zing. There is no mechanical. diffi- 
culty in effecting contact in the ordi- 
nary pan, 

But, in the settler, the great supe- 
riority of fine powdering is strikingly 
exhibited. The fine mud is held by 
the water in perfect suspension, while 
the globules of quicksilver quickly de- 
scend and settle to the bottom, free 
from any admixture of sandy sediment 
a8 ig 80 troublesome when thegrinding 
is of the ordinary consistency. We 
cannot say from our own observation 
that there will be found no cifficulty 
in. making perfect amalgamation, as 
stated by objectors. But we can say 
that we witnessed the complete per- 
meation of the mass of pulp by the 
mercury—the pulp having as little wa- 
tur as sufficed to give it easy mobility 
—aud the pan being kept well heated 
by steam One hour finished the amal- 
gamation. 

We lvok upon the objections as of a 
nature, if real, to present no insur- 
mountable difficulties. If there be no 
others, superfine palverization may be 
considered a success; and the experi- 
ments already made are the harbinger 
ofa bright future for quartz mining in 
California,

The evident incen- 
tive to the attack is that Mr. Browne is 
not of the same school of scientists as 
the editor of the Journal of Mining. lt 
would matter but little to the hypereri- 
tical editor if Mr. Browne, and every 
one, or any, of his assistauts, were 
deeply learned in all that pertains’ to 
the subject of the report. Mr, Editor 
would not then have been satisfied un. 
less each quirk and theory of his own 
articular school were recognized as 
act and law. In nosphere of life is 
greater jealously exhibited than by the 
ologists, the geologists, mineralogists, 
metallurgists, paleontologists and oth 
ers commonly included by appreciative 
and practical miners under the single 
term of bugologists; and in no oiher 
‘branch of learning are there wider dis- 
agreements of authors and teachers, 
nor do any otlier of the learned profes- 
sions put forth such absurd theories, or 
put on euch airs of superionty. Lhey 
profess to be able to see further ito 
millstone than any other class of peo- 
ple. Because ove of these profession- 
als, with a meaningless handle to his 
name, was not selected in place of J 
Ross Browne, Mr. Raymond of the 
Journal of Mining is very wroth and 
sees. no merit in the report, and but a 
waste of money in paying a “funny 
man” towriie it. We will suppose a 
“scientific cuss” had been engag ved, 
making all thi.gs lovely with the Jour- 
nal, and that scientific cuss had been 
the most prominent one of the Pacific 
Coast. Itis not necessary to say that 
mo appropriation could have been ob- 
tained for such a purpose, por half sut- 
ficient to have paid the expenses, ap- 
paratus, instruments, eic., of such a 
survey, nor that the years they require 
to make 4 report could not haye bees 
spared, nor is it necessary to say thet 
only through the exertions of Ar. 
Browne would the pittance have been 
appropriated for making any report, but 
we will give it up to the first profes. 
sional; the chief ‘ologist, bugologist, 
humbugolugist of the Coast. Would 
the object have been attained? Would 
there bave becn written, within three 
or four months of the tine of the ap- 
propriation, a readable aud interesting 
report of near four hundred pages, 
touching upon the history, geography, 
laws, customs, population, climate, re- 
sources, and produc tions of an exten- 
sive country’? All was done that could 
have been expected and that was paid 
for; and in the forthcoming report 
much more is done than the appropria- 
tion would pay for, aud we venture to 
say in a far more readable, instructive 
and consise manner than any of the 
“Professors” would have made it.

The Tewa Site Law.---Importauce 
of Making Claims under it. 


[Deseret News, Noven: ber } 9.) 

The following letter from the Sur- 
veyor General of Colorado and Utah 
has been received by the Hon. D.H 
Wells; and by the extract below it onr 
readers will see that the application 
has ween officially reeeived at the Land 
VOlfice, Washington,

In the Great Republic, of Oct. 24,

proved March 2) 1867, for the relief of 
the inhabitants of cities and towns up- 
on public lands. The map is certified 
by Jesse W. Fox, as Territorial Sur- 
veyor General of Utah. The official 
character of Daniel H. Wells and Jesse 
W. Fox is certified by Charles Durkee 
ae Governor of Utah.”

3. The entry ie to be made for the 
benefit of the occupants of the town ac- 
cording to their respective interests. 

4. The execution of the trust as to 
the disposal of the lots, and the proceeds 
of the sale, to be conducted under such 
rules and regulations as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Territorial Legislature. 

At the coming session of the Legisla- 
ture the rules and regulations required 
by this provision, will, coubtless, be 
enacted. 

‘The next provision requires an entry 
ot the land to be made, to be filed with 
the proper United States land officer, 
before the day of public sale of the body 
of Jand iu which the tract claimed is in- 
cluded ‘This is not practicable in this 
Verritory, as the land is not offered for 
sale, and we have no land oftee here.

authoritics or the county judge, as the 
Case Miy be; 2d. be fure the eutry cau 
be made, satisfactory proof of the actu- 
al existence ofthe town—that itis a 
place of business or commerce, and of 
the number of in} abitnats it contains— 
must be produced before the land off- 
cers. ‘lhe map of this city, which was 
forwarded to the Surveyor General at 
Denver, and by himto the Commis- 
sioner ot the general Land Offiee at 
Washington, was certified to by the 
Territorial >urveyor General, Jesse W. 

Fox, Esq. His certificate should be 
obtained to the various maps to be sent 
trom this Territory. 

The mayors or county judges’ mak- 
ing these claims in their official capaei- 
ty fur the various towns, as well as the 
‘Territorial Surveyor-General, can be 
certified tu by Governor Durkee, who, 
we doubt wet, will gladly do all in his 
power to facilitate this business. 

We cannot too strongly urge the yva- 
rious city and county authorities, who 


have noteyer taken action this 


law, to take immediate steps to fulfil 
its provisions. So far as it goes, itisa 
good, fair law, and its advantages 
should not be lost through the naitect
